Wednesdony was one vast sea of water,  Mer-
ofints in every town between the two points
suffered great loss from Hoods, to say  noth-
ing of untold damnge W crops and live stock.
O1 seventy-five to one hundred hiouses washed
nway on the bottom at Cherokeo mast of
them wore homes of laboring men.  These
people lost everything, barely escaping with
thoie lives, Hundreds of animils were soeu
it the river floating pust Cherokes  Wodnes-
dny Horses tiod to fragments of their
wreeked barns were nlso seon, some  deul
ntd others drowning, Hundreeds of eattlo,
hows nud ehickons  followed each other at
